To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Kingston  in  the  County 
of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Kingston  on  Tuesday,  the  ninth  day  of  March,  next,  at  ten  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropri- 
ations of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $366.37,  and  the  State  will  contribute  $2,442.48 
for  Class  V  Highways,  under  the  provisions  of  the  T.R.A. 
so-called.    , 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $1,000  to  purchase  land  and  to 
relocate  the  bridge  on  Great  Pond  Road.  This  money  to  be 
used  in  addition  to  money  raised  under  Article  8  last  year. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500  to  be  used  for  the  permanent  construction  of 
the  Cooper's  Grove  Road  so-called. 

6.  On  the  petition  of  Lawrence  J.  Ewing,  Jr.,  and  others 
to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  $500  to  rebuild  the  road  on  Hoyt's  Island, 
Country  Pond,  from  the  Newton  line  to  the  property  of 
Patrick  Concannon. 
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7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500  to  continue  the  permanent  construction  of 
the  New  Boston  Road, 

8.  To  see  if  the  tovv^n  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  $6,000  to  purchase  a  new  truck 
chassis  and  equip  same  with  a  tank,  pump,  ladders,  and  other 
necessary  equipment  for  fire  fighting.  The  proposed  equip- 
ment to  replace  the  Ford  pumper  at  the  central  fire  station, 
and  appoint  the  foilovv'ing  committee  to  purchase  and  equip 
same;  the  three  elected  fire  wards,  Chief  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment William  Simes,  Deputy  Chief  Robert  Nichols,  and  Engi- 
neers William  Friend  and  Frank  Fellows. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Fire 
Wards  to  retire  and  dispose  of  the  Dodge  combination  truck 
and  to  apply  all  revenue  from  disposal  of  same  to  the  purchase 
of  equipment  specified  in  Article  8, 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  an  appropriation 
a  sum  not  to  exceed  $500  to  repair  and  electrify  the  Town 
Clock. 

11.  On  the  petition  of  Charles  B.  Meeks  and  others  to' 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  a  street  light  at  the  inter- 
section leading  from  the  old  road  formerly  Route  125  to  the 
Route  125  near  the  residence  of  Arthur  Alton. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  three  street 
lights  on  the  Great  Pond  Park  Road  so-called. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  town's  claim  to  the  fol- 
lowing tax  deeded  property;  the  Ella  Flander's  property  situ- 
ated on  the  Hunt  Road  containing  six  acres  more  or  less.  This 
property  purchased  by  Elmer  J.  Larson  at  conservator's  sale 
in  1952!^ 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Planning 
Board  of  five  members  with  duties  as  set  forth  in  Sections 
1-15,  Chapter  53,  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire  1942,  as 
amended,  to  make  a  study  of  the  town's  development  and 
report  to  the  town  appropriate  recommendations  for  the  pro- 
motion and  maintenance  of  the  town's  best  development.   The 
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Board  Members  shall  consist  of  one  Selectman  and  four  other 
citizens  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  as  provided  in  Section 
1-15,  Chapter  53,  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire  1942,  as 
amended. 

15.  To  see  if  the  voters  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  and 
Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  sums  of  money  not  exceeding 
$15,000  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes  for  the  cur- 
rent year  and  to  issue  in  the  name  and  on  the  credit  of  the 
town  negotiable  notes,  the  aforesaid  notes  to  be  paid  during 
the  current  year  from  taxes  collected  during  the  year. 

16.  Shall  the  provisions  of  Chapter  171-A  of  the  Revised 
L.aws  of  the  State  of  New  Kam.pshire  relating  to  playing 
games  of  Beano  be  adopted  in  this  town?  (This  Article  to  be 
voted  on  by  ballot.) 

17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  $200  to  purchase  a  fireproof 
cabinet  for  protecting  the  past  and  present  records  in  the 
possession  of  the  Town  Treasurer. 

18.  Vote  to  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  Auditor's 
Tleport  and  the  Town  Report  as  printed. 

19.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

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Keport  of  Town  Meetings  March  10, 1953 

Article  1.  Polls  opened  at  10  A.M.  and  Warrant  was  read 
by  the  Moderator.  Polls  closed  at  seven  and  the  officers  sorted 
ballots  until  eight  o'clock  when  the  meeting  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Moderator.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Wendell 
Irvine. 

Article  2.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $87,200  be  raised  and 
appropriated  to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  3.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $315.10  and  the  State  will  contribute  $2,100.00  for 
Class  5  Highways  under  the  Provisions  of  the  T.R.A.  so-called. 

Article  4.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500.00  to  continue  the  permanent  construction  of 
the  New  Boston  Road. 

Article  5.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $500.00  to  continue  the  permanent  construction  of  the 
Wadleigh  Point  Road. 

Article  6.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $600.00  to  improve  and  extend  the  tarvia  surface  in 
part  on  the  Cheney  Mill  Road  to  the  Danville  Line. 

Article  7.  Motion  made  and  carried  that  this  Article  be 
amended  to  read,  "Put  up  to  sealed  bids  and  award  given  to  re- 
sponsible bidder."

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Annual  Report  of  the  Fire  Department 


The  Department  has  responded  to  thirty-nine  calls,  five 
of  which  were  out  of  town. 

The  insured  losses  this  year  are  greater  than  we  have 
experienced  for  some  time.  The  amount  being  approximately 
$4,000.  However,  this  amount  would  have  been  much  greater 
if  we  had  been  compelled  to  obtain  water  by  pumping  from  a 
well  or  lake.  The  tank  truck  has  again  proved  its  value  by 
having  a  water  supply  immediately  available. 

The  Department  has  asked  the  town  to  consider  the 
purchase  of  a  new  piece  of  equipment  this  year.  When  we 
consider  the  growth  of  the  town  in  the  past  sixteen  years,  we 
realize  that  the  responsibility  of  the  Department  has  more 
than  doubled.  The  property  valuation  of  the  town  in  1938 
was  $693,621,  as  of  December  31,  1952  the  real  estate  valu- 
ation was  $1,248,366.  The  value  of  town  property  in  1938  was 
$50,850,  and  as  of  December  31,  1952  was  $198,200. 

Lower  insurance  rates  have  been  established  because  of 
our  Fire  Department  and  its  equipment.  If  we  are  to  continue 
to  receive  the  present  rates  we  must  do  all  that  is  possible  to 
keep  our  fire  losses  at  a  minimum. 

We  again  wish  to  express  our  apprepriation  to  Miss  Elinor 
Martin  and  her  staff  at  the  local  telephone  exchange  for  the 
prompt  and  efficient  service  which  they  have  given  so  gener- 
ously to  the  people  of  the  town  and  this  Department.

To  the  Citizens  of  Kingston,  N.  H. 

In  submitting  the  following  report  regarding  the  financial 
business  of  your  trustees,  we  wish  to  bring  out  the  fact  that 
since  the  books  closed  Dec.  31,  1953,  we  have  transferred  all 
the  accounts  from  the  Nev/  Hampshire  Savings  Bank  in  Con- 
cord and  from  the  Exeter  Banking  Co,  in  Exeter  to  banks  in 
Manchester.  This  will  enable  us,  in  1954,  to  receive  3%  or 
more  on  all  accounts  except  one  which  is  in  government  bonds. 

We  are  anxious  to  have  more  people  take  an  interest  in 
keeping  their  plots  in  good  shape,  not  only  the  plots  of  their 
immediate  families  but  also  the  plots  of  their  ancestors.  We 
would  like  to  see  all  of  the  five  cemeteries  kept  fully  raked  and 
mowed.  Where  families  have  become  extinct  the  town  should 
carry  on.  We  would  welcome  many  more  trust  funds  to  be 
established  at  this  time  or  to  have  provisions  made  in  your 
wills  for  such  funds.  May  we  suggest  $200.00  to  $500.00  per 
plot  with  the  notation  that  unused  interest  may  be  used  for 
the  general  upkeep  of  that  particular  cemetery.  At  no  time 
would  we  use  all  of  the  interest  accumulated  as  we  must  main- 
tain an  emergency  fund  to  fall  back  on  when  needed. 

We  have  had  several  headstones  repaired  in  the  Old 
Plains  Cemetery  and  many  reset  in  concrete.  We  hope  that 
everyone  will  join  with  us  in  trying  to  make  our  cemeteries 
beautiful.

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries 
of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to 
authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriation 
of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the 
state  equalization  fund,  together  with  other  income;

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Superintendeiit's  Report 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Kingston: 

I  submit  with  pleasure,  this,  my  fourth  annual  report  as 
your  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  to  the  credit  of  Kingston's  School  Board  and  Citizens 
that  as  problems  arise  they  are  faced  squarely  and  steps  are 
taken  to  solve  them  in  the  best  interests  of  your  young  people. 
Rather  than  have  crowded  classrooms  and  their  subsequent 
effect  on  the  instrumental  program,  tvv^o  rooms  were  added 
three  years  ago.  Last  year  an  additional  teacher  was  added 
to  eliminate  another  crowded  classroom.  This  year  your 
School  Board  is  again  meeting  the  problem  face  to  face  and 
is  taking  steps  to  solve  another  problem  before  it  becomes 
acute.  It  has  been  this  kind  of  foresight  that  has  kept  Kings- 
ton's Bakie  School  well  up  on  the  list  of  the  better  elementary 
schools  in  this  state. 

The  following  table  is  developed  to  show  that  although 
the  problem  of  classroom  space  will  not  reach  the  acute  state 
in  1954-55,  it  will  in  all  probability  be  with  us  the  year  fol- 
lowing. You  will  note  that  your  school  board  has  provided  for 
this  by  including  a  Special  Article  in  the  School  Warrant.

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You  will  see  that  in  1955-58  the  combined  grades  7  and 
8  will  total  55.  It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  say  that  it  would 
be  next  to  impossible  for  one  teacher  to  handle  that  many 
pupils  effectively.  This  means  another  teacher  with  no  place 
to  put  her,  thereby  making  another  two-room  addition  neces- 
sary. It  is  also  clear  that  this  addition  should  take  care  of 
Kingston's  housing  problems  for  a  good  many  years  to  come 
while  at  the  same  time  it  would  once  again  make  the  audi- 
torium available  for  extra  curricular  activities. 

NEW  TEACHERS 

Mrs.  Alma  Gallagher,  Bridgewater  Teachers  College,  to 
replace  Mrs.  Evelyn  Modlick  who  resigned  to  stay  at  home, 
Mrs.  Gallagher  is  making  every  effort  to  carry  on  the  excellent 
work  of  Mrs.  Modlick  and  has  been  doing  a  fine  job  with  the 
second  grade. 

Mrs.  Susan  Pulver,  Univ.  of  N.  Carolina  and  U.  N.  H.,  as 
an  additional  teacher.  Mrs.  Pulver  has  had  teaching  experi- 
ence in  the  U.  S.  and  foreign  countries  in  the  secondary  field, 
but  has  prepared  for  elementary  education  at  U.  N.  H.  Her 
former  teaching  experience  has  given  her  a  wonderful  back- 
ground for  her  work  in  Kingston  and  she  has  not  spared  time 
or  expense  in  making  her  subjects  alive  to  her  sixth  grade 
pupils. 

Miss  Irene  Tanguay,  B.  U.  "53",  to  replace  Miss  Rose- 
mary Leombruno  as  Union  Music  Supervisor.  Miss  Tanguay's 
background  in  music  assures  a  sound  musical  program  for  our 
schools. 

Mrs.  Constance  Huss,  R.N.,  to  replace  Mrs.  Constance 
Cooper  who  was  granted  a  year's  leave  of  absence  because 
of  ill  health.  Mrs.  Huss  comes  to  us  with  a  fine  background  to 
this  type  of  work  and  is  showing  an  active  interest  in  safe- 
guarding the  health  of  our  young  people. 

HOT  LUNCH 

Mrs.  Holmes  and  Mrs.  Towne  are  doing  their  usual  good 
job  with  the  school  lunches.  Hamburg,  butter,  cheese, 
peaches,   together  with   canned   beef   and  gravy   have  been 
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plentiful  this  year  and  have  been  used  to  good  advantage  in 
the  program. 

Continued  co-operation  between  School  Board,  P.  T.  A. 
and  teachers  has  been  instrumental  in  maintaining  the  high 
quality  of  the  school  lunches. 

TESTING  AND  GUIDANCE 

As  Mr.  Scanlan's  report  is  included  in  these  pages,  I  shall 
only  say  that  the  guidance  and  testing  program  is  developing 
very  satisfactorily  and  is  proving  its  worth  more  each  day. 

EXTRA  CURRICULAR 

The  teachers  continue  to  carry  on  the  high  caliber  pro- 
grams that  have  become  synonymous  with  Bakie  School. 
Baseball,  basketball,  touch  football  and  track  have  been  popu- 
lar under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Haight.  Miss  Loraine  Fournier 
of  Sanborn  Seminary  has  been  generous  of  her  time  in  working 
with  the  7th  and  8th  grade  girls.  All  of  these  activities  play 
an  important  part  in  the  development  of  a  well  rounded  edu- 
cational program  for  your  boys  and  girls. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  School 
Board,  citizens,  teachers  and  pupils  of  Kingston  for  their  co- 
operation and  friendly  spirit.  It  has  made  my  work  in  Kings- 
ton very  pleasant.

We  are  in  the  process  of  building  this  necessary 
groundwork  here  in  Kingston,  and  all  classes  have  shown 
excellent  progress. 

Although  the  singing  of  songs  and  work  of  a  technical 
nature  have  been  the  main  channels  in  which  we  have  spent 
our  time,  we  have  also  enjoyed  square  dancing  and  listening 
to  music  on  records. 

Our  principal  project  this  Spring  will  be  the  preparation 
of  a  musical  program  for  Graduation,  in  which  all  classes  will 
participate. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  each  of  the 
teachers,  whose  co-operation  helped  so  much.  My  thanks 
also  to  the  pupils  and  the  parents  for  making  my  first  year 
here  such  a  happy  one.

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Health  Supervision 


To  the  Superintendent,  School  Board  and  Citizens  of 
Kingston: 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  for  me  to  serve  you  these  past 
few  months  in  the  capacity  of  school  nurse-teacher.  My  aim 
is  to  continue  the  fine  quality  of  care  to  which  you  are  ac- 
customed, and  to  fulfill  your  confidence  in  me. 

The  program  for  covering  the  health  needs  of  all  school 
children  is  a  full  one.  First  of  all,  the  first  aid  requirements 
of  the  school  are  checked  and  supplied.  Fortunately,  there 
is  seldom  a  major  accident  in  the  schools,  but  even  from  minor 
cuts  children  can  learn  the  importance  of  cleanliness  and 
prevention  of  infection.  Every  mishap  can  be  turned  into  a 
learning  experience  which  may  prevent  recurrences. 

All  children  undergo  a  health  appraisal  which  includes 
heights  and  weights,  observation  of  teeth,  tonsils,  skin,  hair, 
scalp  and  posture. 

Yearly  eye  and  ear  tests  are  done  also.  Follow-up  visits 
to  the  parents  are  made  in  cases  where  further  care  or  treat- 
ment is  indicated. 

The  teaching  of  health  to  school  children  rather  than 
being  done  on  a  classroom  basis,  is  carried  on  informally  with 
individuals  and  small  groups.  Opportunities  for  this  type  of 
teaching  are  almost  constant. 

The  school  lunch  program  is  a  fine  one,  and  those  con- 
cerned with  the  planning  and  preparation  of  it  deserve  special 
commendation.  It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  the  nutritional 
status  of  children  affects  their  physical  and  emotional  health, 
and  influences  their  school  progress.

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Guidance  Director's  Report 


To   the  Superintendent  of   Schools,  Members  of  the  School 
Board  and  Citizens  of  Kingston: 

Again  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  present  rny  annual 
report,  the  second,  as  Director  of  Guidance. 

The  program  is  moving  along  well  this  year  toward  our 
objective — a  first  class  program  of  guidance  services  for  all 
our  pupils  from  grade  one  to  twelve.  The  Individual  Inventory 
for  each  pupil  in  the  eighth  grade  has  been  set  up  and  the 
guidance  tests  have  been  given.  On  the  basis  of  these  I  am  now 
counseling  each  pupil  individually  on  their  choice  of  an  occu- 
pation and  the  choice  of  a  course  in  high  school  in  which  they 
will  begin  the  training  for  this  vocational  career.  Mr,  Haight 
gave  the  vocational  guidance  battery  of  tests  to  the  eighth 
grade. 

In  order  to  acquaint  the  pupils  with  the  opportunities  in 
the  various  fields  of  work  this  year  we  are  using  three 
approaches:  1 — Bulletins  giving  information  about  the  various 
careers  are  placed  on  the  bulletin  board  each  week.  2 — Classes 
each  week  for  the  eighth  grade  pupils  during  which  time  I 
discuss  with  them  the  occupational  world  and  the  many  types 
of  careers  and  opportunities  therein.  We  are  using  part  of  this 
class  as  a  time  during  which  we  discuss  the  Development  of 
Personality.  We  are  making  plans  to  have  these  classes  be- 
come a  regular  part  of  the  program.  3 — Individual  counsel- 
ing— This  is  basic  to  the  whole  process  of  guiding,  the  time 
when  I  sit  down  with  them  and  talk  over  their  career  and  its 
possibilities.  V/:th  the  exception  of  tiie  classes,  the  sam.e  pro- 
gram is  being  carried  on  for  the  upper  grade  Kingston  pupils 
at  Sanborn  Seminary. 

Mrs.  Brown  gave  the  tests  to  the  fourth  grade  pupils  and 
Mrs.  Hill  gave  the  tests  to  the  sixth  grade  pupils.  These  are 
the  Standardized  tests  which  compare  the  progress  our  pupils 
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are  making  in  Reading,  Arithmetic,  and  Language  with  other 
fourth  and  sixth  grade  pupils  in  the  Unitd  States,  These  tests, 
too,  point  out  the  weaknesses  which  need  to  be  strengthened. 
An  aptitude  test  was  also  given  to  the  fourth  and  sixth  grade. 

We  are  adding  this  year,  for  the  use  of  the  teachers  in  the 
first  three  grades,  a  Standardized  Reading  Test,  It  is  during 
these  three  grades  that  help  in  reading  may  be  most  advan- 
tageously giver. 

We  are  now  working  on  the  Individual  Inventory  for  each 
pupil  starting  with  the  first  grade.  The  purpose  of  the  inven- 
tory is  to  keep  a  close  check  on  the  progress  the  child  is  mak- 
ing in  his  physical,  mental,  social,  emotional,  and  moral  de- 
velopment. If  a  pupil  is  not  doing  work  up  to  his  potentiali- 
ties, if  he  is  not  getting  along  well  with  the  other  children,  if  he 
is  not  developing  properly  emotionally,  it  is  in  the  early  grades 
that  he  can  be  best  and  most  easily  helped. 

We  are  planning  this  year  on  a  course  for  the  teachers 
in  Personality  Development  and  the  use  of  our  tests,  A  course 
for  parents  in  Child  Training  will  be  given  in  March, 

For  those  interested  adults,  the  Vocational  Guidance  Bat- 
tery of  Tests  will  be  available  in  the  spring,  along  with  an 
individual  appraisal, 

I  feel  that  the  guidance  program  is  well  on  its  way  toward 
becoming  an  integral  part  of  our  educational  system. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  deepest  appreciation  to 
you  all  for  your  help,  cooperation  and  understanding.
